SUMMARY: GOC REQUESTS USG AGREMENT FOR RETIRED FACH 
GENERAL HEITMANN AS AMBASSADOR TO US. THOROUGH SEARCH 
EMBASSY SOURCES REVEALS NO GROUNDS FOR OBJECTION. HEITMANN 
IS WELL AND FAVORABLY KNOWN TO ME, TO AIR ATTACHE AND OTHER 
EMBASSY OFFICERS. END SUMMARY. 

1. DURING MY CALL AT FOREIGN MINISTRY TODAY, I WAS REQUESTED 
TO OBTAIN USG AGREMENT FOR APPOINTMENT OF WALTER HERBERT 
HEITMANN WOERNER, RETIRED FACH GENERAL, TO BE CHILEAN 
AMBASSADOR TO USG. BIOGRAPHIC INFORMATION TRANSLATED BELOW. 

2. GOC ANXIOUS FOR HEITMANN TAKE OVER SOONEST AS AMBASSADOR 
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IN WASHINGTON NOT ONLY BECAUSE OF IMPORTANCE ATTACHED TO 
POSITION BY GOC BUT BECAUSE OF PECULIAR SITUATION WHICH 
NOW EXISTS IN CHILEAN EMBASSY WASHINGTON. INTERNALLY 
DEFENSE ATTACHE ADMIRAL EBERHARD IS IN EFFECT IN CHARGE, BUT 
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FOR PURPOSES RELATIONS WITH USG AND GENERAL PUBLIC CONSUMPTION 
CHARGE MARIO ARTAZA IS IN COMMAND AND PRESENT GOC AUTHORITIES 
DO NOT CONSIDER ARTAZA COMPLETELY TRUSTWORTHY. GOC DESIRES AVOID 
ACCREDITING EBERHARD AS CHARGE SINCE SERIES OF CHARGES LOOKS 
ODD. HENCE HOPE THAT AGREMENT CAN BE CONSIDERED WITHOUT DELAY.

1938. REMAINED IN AIR FORCE UNTIL MARCH 1972, ASCENDING THROUGH 
RANKS TO GENERAL.

FROM 1940-1948. CHIEF OF COURSE AND PROFESSOR IN AIR FORCE

APPOINTED GENERAL STAFF OFFICER. 1955 COMMANDER OF AVIATION

ACADEMY. FROM 1956-57 MEMBER OF CHILEAN AIR FORCE MISSION IN
